Exquisite Sand Mandala at Cleveland City Hall 
Six Week Residency by Tibetan Monks Includes the Creation of a Sacred Sand Mandala 


CLEVELAND (Aug. 4, 2005) — The Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) presents Circle of Compassion: The 
Sand Mandala Painting of Tibet, Aug. 27 through Oct. 8, a six-week residency of three lamas from the Namgyal 
Monastery — the personal monastery of H. H. Dalai Lama of Tibet. During their residency the lamas will create a 
sacred mandala — spiritual design — by painstakingly laying millions of colorful grains of sand into the intricate 
design of a Kalachakra mandala. The mandala will be created in the rotunda of Cleveland’s City Hall. 

Admission to the six-week Mandala creation is free. 

This remarkable process begins at Cleveland’s City Hall on Saturday Aug. 27 at 10 a.m. with a traditional 
opening ceremony to honor the mandala. Cleveland Mayor Jane Campbell and James Bartlett, president of the 
CMA Board of Trustees will make opening remarks and welcome the lamas to Cleveland. The three lamas, Tenzin 
Thutop, Lobsang Gyaltfen and Nawang Topgyal then begin drafting an elaborate geometric drawing of the 
mandala on a wooden base followed by the delicate laying of sand (made from crushed white stone dyed in 14 
colors) in a pattern based on ancient Buddhist texts. 

The Kalachakra sand mandala (from Sanskrit meaning "wheel of time") is considered a masterpiece of 
Tibetan ritual art. The three lamas will create the circular, seven-foot sand painting from memory using narrow 
funnels to apply colored sand nearly grain by grain. Working from the center outward, the finished mandala 
represents the five-story palace of the enlightened deity Kalachakra. 

Upon completion, the lamas will hold a dismantling ceremony on Saturday, Oct. 8, from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
During the ceremony, the lamas will carefully place the sand into a vase and lead a procession to Lake Erie, where 
they will pour the sand into the lake to purify the environment and bless the community. This act is a lesson in the 
impermanence of all things, a central tenet in Buddhism. 

For more than 1,000 years, sand mandalas have been an integral part of Tibetan Buddhist ritual. In fact, 
before the 1980s, the Kalachakra, the most sacred of the mandalas were only made four times a century and 
represented one of the rarest ritual experiences. 

In 1988, The Dalai Lama began to permit the construction of the Kalachakra mandala in museums, 
galleries and cultural settings around the world. Calling the Kalachakra a “vehicle for world peace,” the Dalai 


Lama has written that “fertile seeds of peace” are planted in all who see the mandala and reside in the community 
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where it is created. In 1997, the CMA's Armor Court was the site of the creation of a Kalachakra mandala, an event 
that drew more than 38,000 thousands of visitors eager to experience this most remarkable work of art. 
The creation of the mandala is an evolving work in progress. The public is invited to visit the site often 
over the six-week residency to observe and ask questions of the lamas as well as join them for daily meditations. 
The Circle of Compassion: The Sand Mandala Painting of Tibet is presented in partnership with the 
City of Cleveland and is part of the CMA's VIVA! & Gala Around Town series.

During the entire six-week project, spectators are 
invited to ask questions of the monks and join them during their daily meditations, held each morning at 10 a.m. 


Closing ceremony and procession: Saturday, Oct. 8, 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. After completion of the sand mandala, the 
monks, in keeping with Buddhist tradition, ritually dismantle the mandala and return it to Lake Erie for its next 
cycle of existence, and to bless the environment and the community.
